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WILSON FIRES REPLY 
BACK AT COUNCIL 



Breaks Record By 
Speed With Whfch He Ans- 
wers Adriatic Note 



(By Associated Tress) 

x Washington, Feb. 19 — President 
Wilson began dictating his- reply 
to'the Allied Supreme Council's 
note on the Adriatic situation ear- 
ly today- He hopes to have it 
transmitted today or tomorrow- 

Before noon it was announced 
the reply was completed and 
within two hours of the time the 
President began work on it, the 
reply was in the hands of Actng 
Secretary Polk for transmission 
to the Supreme Council- 

The Council's communication 
was received only yesterday and 
the speed with which the reply 
was prepared here was sajd to 
constitute something of record. 

The President is understood to 
have answered the Council's con- 
tention point by point and to have 
adhered to the position taken ii 
his note of February 10th. It is 
pretty well established that the 
President in that communication 
told the Allied countries if thcy 
settled the Adriatic question 
without the participation of the 
American government, the Unit- 
ed States might have to decide 
whether it couhi become a party 
to the Versailles treaty and An- 
glo-French pact-

INCOME-TAX FACTS YOU 

SHOULD KNOW 

"John Doe has owed me $500 for 
Income-tax F:icts You Should Know 

two years. I have given up hope of 
payment. Am I allowed to deduct 
that amount in making out my in- 
come-Tax return for 1910?" 

The answer of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue to questions such as 
these is, "Yefc, if you have exhausted 
jevery reasonable menas for collection, 
and have charged off the debt in 1919 
as worthlessness". 

To be aliowed as a deduction, a debt 
mtst be charged off within the taxable 
year in which its worthlessness is dis- 
covered. The return must show evi- 
dence of the manner in which worth- 
lessness was discovered. Statement 
should be made that the debtor has 
been discharged in bankruptcy, or has 
disapeared leaving no property, or 
that the ordinary methods of collect- 



ion have been exhausted. As stated by 
t ot treason m a .wheat conn-. ^ come .Tax regulations, "where all the 

surrounding circumstances indicate 
a debt is worthless and uncol- 
lectible, and that legal action to en- 
force payment would in all probability 
hot result in the satisfaction of 
execution on a judgement, a showing 
of theseifacts willbe sufficient evidence 



proved. Questions such as this reach ' 
collectors: "If I advanced a sum to 
assist a needy friend or relative, hav- 
ing at the time little or no reason to 
expect that it would be returned, may 
I claim a deduction to cover such ad- 
vance?" The answer is "No." Such 
an advance is regarded as a gift, and 
is not held to be a bona-fide debt. 

A valid debt which is proved to be 
worthless is not always a proper de- 
duction. Treasury regulations provided 
that worthless debts arsing from un- 
paid wages, salaries, rentals, and simi- 
lar items of income will not be allowed 
a3 a deduction unless the income such 
items represent has been included in 
the creditor's return for the year in 
w hich the deduction, is sought, or in a 
previous ' year. 

Where the creditor continues to ex- 
tend credit to the debtor, a debt may 
not be claimed as worthless. A debt 
i.iay not be charged off and deducted 
in part, but must be wholly and en- 
tirely worthless before any part may 
be deducted, though it may be clearly 
worth less "than the face amount. If 
a debt is forgiven it can. not be claim- 
ed as a deduction, because it is then 
regarded as a gift, which is not an 
allowable deduction.

Copies have been received here of 
th" bill which Representative Leonard 
Ballard has introduced in the legisla- 
ture to abolish the office of trustee of 
the jury fund. The measure is backed 
by Gov. Morrow's administration. It 
provides that the duties of the Trustee 
of the Jury Fund shall be performed 
by the circuit clerk. Mr. Ballard has 
also introduced a bill providing for 
bond issues in consolidated school dis- 
tricts. The exact text of these two 
measures is as follows: 

House Bill No. 364 

Mr. Ballard introduced the follow- 
ing bill, which was ordered to be print- 
ed and referred to the Committee on 
Circuit Court, viz.: 

An act to abolish the office of 
Trustee of t5ie Jury Fund, which shall 
become operative on and after the 
first Monday in January, 1922, and to 
require clerks of the circuit courts of 
the several districts in this Com- 
monwealth who shall be elected at the 
regular November election in 1921, to 
nerfoi-m thereafter all the duties re- 
quired by the Trustee of the Jury 
Fund under the laws of this Common- 
wealth, and which duties shall become 
a part of the duties of the office of 
circuit clerks. 

Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky: 

That the office of Trustee of the 
Jury Fund, created by Act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky of May 6, 1893, Section 
2282, Kentucky Statutes (Carroll's 
Edition) be and the same is hereby 
abolished, to take effect on the first 
Monday in January, 1922, or so soon 
thereafter as the term of the present 
incumbents of said office shall expire. 

The duties incumbent of said office 
shall expire. 

The duties incumbent on the Trustee 
of the Jury Fund under the laws o 
this Commonwealth shall theieaftej 
be performed by the clerks of the cir- 
cuit courts, and said duties on and 
after said date shall become a part of 
the duties of the several clerks of tli 
circuit courts of this. 

House Bill No. 324 

Mr. Ballard introduced the follow- 
ing bill, which was ordered to be 
printed and referred to the Committee 
on Education, No. 2, viz.: 

An Act authorizing consolidated 
school districts and county boards of 
education to issue bonds for the pur- 
pose of providing funds for purchas- 
ing grounds and constructing build- 
ings for school purposes. , 

Be it enacted by the Genearal As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky: 

That any County Board of Edu- 
cation may provide funds for purchas- 
ing suitable grounds and buildings, or 
for erecting and repairing suitable 
buildings, and for other expenses need- 
ful in conducting a consolidated school 
in their county; and to this end they 
may use such part of the proceeds of 
said tax as they deem neccssury, and 
it shall be the duty of the said Board 
of Education and if, in their opinion, 
it be necessary, they arc hereby 
authorised and empowered to order 
an election and submit to the voters 
of any consolidated school district the 
question whether or not they shall is- 
sue bonds of their respective consoli- 
dated school districts, in any amount 
net exceeding the limit provided by 
Section 157 (one hundred and fifty- 
seven) ami 158 (one hundied and 
fifty-eight) of the present Constitu- 
tion of this State, for the purpose of 
providing suitable grounds, school 
buildings, furniture and apparatus for 
their respective consolidated districts:

Provided, that due notice of said 
election shall be given by the County 
Board of Education, by written or 
printed posters not less than one foot 
square, signed by the Chairman and 
Secretary of the County Board of 
Education, stating the time and place 
and hours of the said election, posted 
at not less than six public, conspicu- 
6us places in the district for ten days 
previous to the day of the election, 
and by one insertion thereof in the 
newspaper, if any, published in said 
county. 

The Board shall appoint two judges, 
a clerk and a sheriff to hold such 
election, who shall be first duly sworn 
before acting and shall be house- 
keepers and tax payers, resident in the 
district for which they are appointed, 
and one of the judges shall ask of 
each voter: "Are you in favor of the 
issue of bonds by the Couflty Board of 
Education for this district, for the 
purpose of providing suitable grounds, 
school buildings, furniture and appara- 
tus for this district?" and the clerk 
shall record the answer, "Yes" or 
"No," as given by the .voter. If two- 
thirds of the voters voting at said 
election vote in favor of the issue of 
the bonds, then the County Board of 
Education of such consolidated dis- 
trict may issue the bonds of said dis- 
trict for an amount not exceeding the 
constitutional limit and in conformi- 
tory with the Constitution of this 
State.

STILL DISCOVERED IN 
CENTER OF LEXINGTON 



They found a moonshine still 
in operation right in the heart of 
Lexington Wednesday". 

A complete seven-gallon copper 
still and about ten gallons of 
raisin fruit mash were taken 
when federal officers" searched a 
lunchroom at 148 1-2 North Lime- 
stone street. 

Pete Metrotus, a Greek, the 
proprietor, was arrested and 
charged with "having in his 
possession a still and distilling 
apparatus and using the same for ■ 
the unlawful manufacture of al- 
coholic; liquor in violation of Sec- 
tions '25 ' and 29,. Title 2, "Act of 
October 19, 1919-" 

The ^copper still was attached 
to gas stove and the bucket of an- 
icecream freezer was used as a 
condenser. The hea.t caused the 
contents to form into steam and 
pass out of the still through the 
copper Worm, where it was con- 
densed- It then flowed out thru 
a hole in the bottom of the buck- 
et into a container and the officers 
say it has a "real kick." 

The still was hidden under a 
back " porch of the restaurant 
kitchen. Officers believe the still 
was operated -in Metrotus' bed- 
room. It is alleged that he had 
been making raisin brandy. The 
mash found- was about ten days 
old. 

MetVotus said he is innocent 
md that the still was the property 
of the former proprietor whose 
foldings he bought out six or 
eight weeks ago.
